1 he  Emperor  beat  the  enemy  r 
St.  Dizier  on  the  2rth  ult.  and  gained 
victory  over  Uluchcr’s  army,  consistin 
of  :0,00r  men.  at  l}i  ic..ne  on  the  29th  ul 
and  on  the  30th  IMiichcr  eff'erted  hi 
junction  with  the  army  of  the  Prince  t 
Srliwartzcnbt  rgh,  computed  at  I50,00( 
and  the  Erench  troops  in  that  t|iurtfcr  nc 
amonnting  to  more  tlian  40,000  men  wer 
compcilfd  to  retreatto  Troyes,  after  som 
inconsiderable  loss.

TiUtliny  at  Sandy-IIook.  In  our  paper 
of  Thursday  hast,  tve  stated  that  the  troops 
at  Sandy-Ilook  had  iiuitinied,  and  that  the 
ringleaders  had  been  arrested,  brought  to 
town,  and  confined  in  the  fort  at  the  Bat- 
tery. The  folloyving  particulars  of  this 
unhappy  affair,  we  received  from  a 
source,  which  entitles  them  to  the  fullest 
credit. 

On  the  23d  inst.  a general  meeting  took 
place  among  the  troops  stationed  at  San- 
day-Hook.  With  the  exception  of  licut 
Anthony’s  detachment  3d  artillery,  the 
troops,  one  and  all  refused  to  obey  the 
orders  of  their  officers  to  appear  on  pa- 
rade. They  stated  as  their  reasons. ilia’ 
government  had  not  fulfilled  their  con- 
tract with  them,  as  they  had  received  only 
part  «f  the  bounty  promised,  and  some  of 
them  had  been  seven  months  in  service 
without  pay.  The  officers  commanding 
them,  again  exerted  themselves  to  induce 
them  to  turn  out,  and  they  still  refused. 
Capt  Hamilton  then  ordered  two  six 
pounders  to  be  brought  down  in  front  ol 
the  barracks,  and  char  red  with  grape 
shot.  The  3d  artillery,  under  lieut.  .^n- 
thany,  having  formed  in  line  with  the  cai  - 
non,  were  ordered  to  load.  Capt.  H 
then  gave  them  ten  minutes  to  appear  on 
parade,  or  take  the  consequences.  The 
apiiearaiice  of  immediate  death  had  the 
desiicd  effect.  They  formed  on  parade, 
and  were  ordered  to  stack  their  arms, 
yvhich  were  taken  from  them  ; and  the 
ringleaders  of  the  mutiny  yvere  selecterl 
out,  and  sent  undercharge  of  capt.  Hum- 
phreys to  Govcrnor’s-Island  tor  trial.
